A  TRIP  TO  THE  BARGROO. 
Mr.  Editor  -1  send  you  a  Uriel  sketch 
a  recent  trip  I  made  10  the  Bai-gYoo 
country,  in  company  with  Mr.  anil  Mr. 
Winship, 

We  storied  on  the  3th. ult.  in  the 
"River  Bird,"  i  bout  9'ocloc.k  A  M.and 
readied  Averv  Station,  near  Malum, 
at  0  oclo'ck  P.M.  The  distance  from 
Coed  Hope  i  should  judge,  is  about 
30 mile  .  ' 
For  quite  n  distance,  Irom  its  mouth, 
ihe  BmiiHH-  river  is  deep  and  capabl'e 


moves,  and  came  to  where  the  o.ain- 
t'rv  is  very  1  hicUy  wooded.  The  first 
view  we  bad  efllie  Stalion  was  strik-  ■ 
ing.  and  very  tine  And  from  what  1 
saw  ol  the  place  while  there,  I  was 
greally  pleased.  Its  tiahiral  advan- 
tages arc  very  great.  Tliete  isa  beau- 
tiful stream  of  fresh  water  close  by,  < 
which  has  a  gentle  fall.  This  may  be 
used  hereafter,  in  turning  machinery, 
to. saw  up  the  fine  timber,  which  isso 
abundant  throughout  the  country. 

Thre  is  ai  this  Slatidli  a  stone  buil- 
ding, which  has  been  erected  tor  a' 
fchapel.  Ii  is  situated  dti  an  eminence, 
and  commands  a  bcjuuliil  and  exten- 
sive view  of  the  river  and  surrounding 
region.  It  e-  Jiovv  bcihg  filled  up  for 
a  Srissifiii  hou.se  and  will  be  the  res- 
idence '  lii"  Missionary  uiitil  anbl.her 
building  16  ended. 

The  tu.wn  ol  VlaliHo  is  close  by: 
We  visaed  it  and  timlid  thai  it  bore 
evideul  mark  ol  having  been  lately 
dc.slroycJ,  by  war.  1  irusl  the  Mis- 
sion,, will  be  ihe  means  ol  biin»iiig 
permarienl  pc'aci  10  that  country, 
which  has  been  so  ollen  desolated  and 

'tIic  chief  has  recently  graiitdd  a

tion. Were  it  not  for  the  rum,  with 
which  tl  e  country  1-  flooded,,  -and 
which  does  -  much  cv„  -we  would 
rejoice  111  the  extension  ol  legitimate 


Early  Saturday  inoinimr.  we  set  out 
on  our'  return  lo  Good  Hope.  We 
found  it  o,uite  rough  al  the  month  Of 
the  Bargroo;  but  favored  by  a  kind 
Providence  we  were  brought  through 
in  the  "Rivei  Bird"  111  tine  stile,  and 
ifrived  in  safety  at  the  Mission 
house.
